This act shall take effect on July 1, 2022, except that Secs. 1—7 (continuing

education units) shall take effect on July 1, 2023.
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Second: In Sec. 8, mental health professional licensure; study, in

subdivision (b)(4), following “organizations” by inserting and a representative

of Vermont Care Partners
